The 
fact that there was not a remote possi- 
bility even that the crowd would learn 
what transpired within did not 
dis- 


courage the watchers in the

mer can best be done hy private in- 
terests acting under public control, but 
that "It is neither good sense or good 
morals to let these valuable privi- 
leges pass from the public ownership 
fnr nothing and forever." 


In answer to Dr. Abbott's question: 


"What is the danger to the conserva- 
tion policies in the coming session of 
congress?" Jtr. Pinchot declares 
that 


It Is "that the privileges of the few 
may continue to obstruct the rights 
of the many, especially In the. matter 
of water and power and coal." 


"Why is it important to protect the 


water powers?" asks Dr. Abbott, and 
in reply Mr. Pinchot points out that 
it is of the first Importance to pre- 
vent them from passing into private 
ownership as they have been doing, 
because the greatest source of power 
we know IP falling water. 


"Under our form of civilization," he 
says, "if a few men ever succeed 
in 


controlling the sources of power, they 


all Industry, they will necessarily con- 
trol the country." 


As one of the essential things that 


must be done to protect the water pow- 
ers for the people, (he granting 
of 


water powers forever, either on non- 
navigable or navigable streams, must 
absolutely stop, according to Mr. Pin- 
chot. 


He declares further that there "Is no 


reason whatever why special Interests 
should bo allowed to use them for 
profit without making some direct pay- 
ment to the people for the valuable 
rights derived from the people." 


Explaining what conservation moans. 


Mr. Pinchot declares that 
it stands 


against the waste of the natural re- 
sources which .cannot be renewed, such 
as coal and iron: It stands for the per- 
petuation of the resources which run 
be renewed: and most of all it stands 
for nn equal opportunity for every 
American citizen to get his fair share 
of benefit from these resources, both 
now and forever."
